Tiemember loo, that wc have thousands of memliers 
in all hranehes of onr Urotherhood, Kvery elect rieal 
ni»pliam*c installed in a honu* creates jobs for our 
fieoph' who make tlimm Hveiy added outlet ami a]e 
|iUam-(‘ iiistalied in a hoiiie ineivases kiluwiilt hours 
cuTisnrm'd, maintaining the work of mir peojdc in 
utilities. 

The el(H*(neal industry has a great future. We be- 
lieve that the I HEW has a great future also, but that 
future will only he as great as w*e its memliers decree 
l»y our actions and onr work that it is going to la*.

In the Soulh- 
weJ4t, drought Imd joined hands 
with tlie national spectre and in 
one year iti Arkansas alone, 100,* 
t)00 pei'suns were actually faced 
with starvation. 

In the Slimmer of a des- 

perate army of some 10,fH)0 to 15,- 
000 uMcmidoyed veterans, with no 
!io]ie of lindirig Jobs in the wealth- 
iest nation on earth, camped in 
hustilydniih hovels on Anaieostia 
ilat-s in tlie Capital as Congrejts sat 
in session. Here lliey learned that 
the Senate hml fail»^*l to pass the 
Ibitman Bonus Rill. 

Private eiiaritable organizations 
straineil tlieir every resoun*e in 
trying to feed evio -growing mim- 
bers o( bopeless men and women 
and child mi. And the number's of 
unemployed, altlimigh at til's! mini- 
mized by publishers, could imt lie 
kept from growing. P>y the early 


part, of V.m, 12,000.000 men ami 
w<mien were unemployed. These 
were l»mul winner’s witli cliildren 
ami depeiidems in their care. For 
workingmen who had jobs, salaries 
were grossly inadefiuate ami there 
were uo giiar'aiitetjs against pro- 
longed "‘vacations'' from work. 
(In 10:I1 the average woi'ker rc- 
eeivei! imieli b‘ss than $1,500.00 pei’ 
\-ea r. ) 

Tliese were conclitious in tljc 
rnitisl States, but the di-pressum 
was worhl - wide. Kumpe had 
emerged a derelict from n heroic 
war for democniey, on which some 
men Imd faltencd their pockets in 
nmnilions traffic. T!ie (irieul long 
burdened by tlie woc^s of great, 
wi'allh and aliJcHtt poverty* a<bh>d 
its miseries \o an ecoimmiciilly de- 
pn'ssed world. 

Men were desfjcratc, and we feel 
their panic when wc remember the 
wmrds of Lloyd Bcorge— ' VVitlioiit 
tlie dole there wouhl before this 
have been revolution in England."’ 

By I0rj0-10:]l, in Dhimu where 
if was re(H>rted that s<une 10.000 
piHipb^ were dying every ilay from 
starvation, comniunism was gaining 
the gnniml %vhich it came to use 
agaiuHt us so efteetivcly in Korea. 
India seethed witli revolt. Commu- 
nists, who in the year 1023 alone 
had immleretl hnndn^ils of thou* 
sands of Hiissinn citizens, were 
[>rewing a civil war in Spinn. In a

(icrmany shackled by heavy war 
rci>anitions, tlic radical twin of 
comriiimism was <leftly at work. 
And in the United Slates, the Fish 
Investigation Uommittee had re* 
l» o r t c d niitu'oxiiuately 500,000 
athihs supfmrting the [uineiples of 
at heisi le comm tin ism . 

The [K»si -World War 1 period in 
the Uni led States lias heeii de* 
scrilxHl a.s one of fcviu'ish tnateriaU 
ism ill which 63 piucent of Amer- 
icans, by the year 1030, pmfessed 
no church affilialiou. It lias been 
pictured as a lime of imcontmlled 
mass jirodiiction, of wlioJesalc tax- 
free exportation of money for com- 
tictllive industrial inirposcs, when 
1 he coiiipmiiid jirofH syKtern made 
indnstriallsts miltionnircs at tfic 
expense of ii just w’age for the 
la borer. 

It was a period in which no ont^ 
foresaw the crash of l!)2fb aiul in 
whicli no one lunl prepaivd to 
meet it. The Ibwiver Ailmiiiist ra- 
tion, caught nnaware^s, was to find 
no answer in liiglier tariffs nor in 
seeking foreign markets in a bank- 
rupt worhl.

Even as I" resident Koosiivcll took 
office, an arms race wms on in Eu- 
rope, and in this connliy liaiiks 
closed tlieir dotirs sending fresh 
panic Ihroughont the nation, 

“New Dear' nnuisures wcri‘ 
tu“esscd rafudly into effect. Immc- 
iliate relief went to tin* misery-rid- 
den hnngi'y ami homeless ihi*ougli 
Fe^Ieral spending. Bunks cuuie un- 
der closer Federal supervision so 
that private banks could no longer 
hold stores of gold and silver and 
domiiiaie the issue of eiirrcm-y by 
the United States. FtMleral credit 
to individuids and coi'porutions was 
enlarged effective size. Billions 
of dollars were p<iured into sub- 
sidies for farunu's mid into ymbHc

CASE OF HOLDEN HAYDEN 

Tlie Business Manager of taical Union 1245 (Out- 
side atid Utility) of San Fnmeisco, California 
eharg<*<l tiuit lioblen Hayden had violated Article 
XXVIL Section 2, paragraph (7) of our Constitu- 
tion, This provision reads: 

(7) Sending letters or statements, anonymous 
or otherwise, or making oral statements, 
to public officials or othei^s which contain 
untruths about, or which mm^epresent a 
L. U., its officers or representatives, or of- 
ficers or i-eprcscntatives of the LB.EAV/' 

Hayden was found guilty and expelled from inem- 
bei^ship by the Local Union Trial Board. His appeal 
comes to this Executive (.’ouneil after being denied 
l>y the Tiiternalional Vice President and President. 


Exrctiii%e Cuunrir& Review 

Our review shows the fcillowing; 

1, The Ualifornta State Senate Un-American 
Activities Committee subpoeiiiHMl Hayden and 
four other nicml)ci‘s of Local Luiioii 1245 to 
af^pcar for qiu*stioniiig. 

2. Hayflen and the four others, before appear- 
ing, met with the Local Union's Bnsines,s 
Manager. They wanted tlie Local Union to 
provide lawyers. The Business Manager op- 
posed this, saying it was an hidividnal and 
Mot a Union matter — that the Union sliotild 
not he involved, 

3. Wlien Hayden and the four othei's appeared 
before the Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee they refused to answer questions, 

4, Hayden s lawyer — iti Hayden s behalf — tlicn 

made statements to the iniblic The 

four oihei's did the same. All of this received 
much [Hiblicity, 

International Preshleiit Milne's decision stales; 

"L , , it is clear to me that tlie press statement 
issued in your behalf, and which you did not 
fiicn disavow, was an attempt to make your per- 
sonal proliiem a union matter, and thus was cre- 
uled tlie false impression publicly that the Union 
itself was under investigation," 

In Ins ajqieal lo us Hayden argues that his lawyer 
was not trying “to prove or insinuute that the I'uimi 
was or was not umh*r investigation. He was trying 
to show that the actions of the Committee , , . were 
primarily directed against the Union " 

Hayden adds; “I left it to my lawyer to <lo most 
of tlie talking in order lo avohl any possible misun- 
derstaiiding as to my purporting to speak for the 
Union/* 

Findings of (]mincll 

After studying all the exhibits and other evidence, 
tlie Executive Coniieil finds 

1. Tlie false impressian was created pubUdy 
that I lie Union it.self was under investigation. 

2. Nothing has been submitted to .show that tiie 
Committee's actions were directed against the 
Union. 

3. Hayden says he agrees with the statement 
made tc> the press liy his lawier. He let the 
lawyer do '"most of the talking" for him, 
Hayden, tlieiefore, cannot escape resimnsibil- 
ity for the pri^ statement, 

4. The press statement misrepresented the Un- 
ioiu its officei's and representatives, Hayden, 
therefore, violated the f.B,E.\V. Constitution 
as charged. 

The ap])cal is denied.

. jamin Fraiiklin^s famous okl 
story about *‘Don’t Givo Too lUucti 
For Your Whistle. " Remember when 
Franklin was a little boy, on one 
holiday occasion* he received s:ifts of 
many copper pennies from his rela- 
tives. On his way to a toy shop to 
spend his money, young- Ben met a 
boy with a tin whistle. Fascinated 
by it, Ben offered all his coppers in 
exchange for tl^e whistlt: and went 
home merrily* delighted with his bar- 
gain. When he arrived home* how- 
ever, he met jeers and criticism on 
all sides. ‘'You foolish hoy,*' his rela- 
tives said, “You have spent all your 
money for a penny whistle.” And 
Franklin remarke<l later “They 
laughed at me so much for my folly 
that I cried with %exation; and the 
reflection gave me more chagrin than 
the whistle gave me plea.su re.** 

Ill valuable Lesson 

Franklin went on to say in his 
story, how’ever, that the ivhistle be- 
came an invaluable lesson to him he^ 
cause often in later life when tempted 
to buy something or take some im- 
portant step, he would stop and 
weigh the facts anil say to himself, 
“Don't give too much for the whistle. ” 
Franklin then went on to tioint out 
how- many i>eoplc “give too much for 
their whistles” — the man so ambitious 
that he sacrifices his friends, his 
liberty, even bis virtue, to gain his 
ends- — “gives too much for the whis- 
tle,” The miser who sacxdfices every 



kind of comfortable living to amass 
a fortune; the man so de.“?irous of 
bodily comfort that he sacrifices all 
improvements of the mind arid in- 
dulges himself to the detriment of his 
health, “pay too dear for their 
whistles.” 

That’s Franklin’s story and the 
moral he taught in it. But here on 
the woman's page of your Jot.’KNAL 
this month, I want to |>oint out an- 
other auKle to the vvhistle story and 
brings out still another moral that 
pc ['haps you and !, and other readers 
of this page might follow. 

t: very time t heard Hen Franklin's 
whistle storj^ as a child, I'm afraid 
I missed the moral completely. All 
1 could think of, wa.s how pleased the 
little boy had been with his whistle 
and how mean it was of his relatives 
to take all the pleasure out of his 
having it hy their unkind remark.s. 
I felt sorry for little Ben's disap- 
pointment and thought it would have 
been much lK*ttcr if his well -meaning 
kinfolk had let him continue to enjoy 
the small toy he was so pleased with. 

And you know, Tve thought so 
oftem how many of us are guilty of 
taking the juy out of other |>eople's 
whistles. It’s an unkind thing to do 
and I think we .‘ibould start today to 
he more careful in this regardt and 
add pleasure to pco]>le*s lives instead 
of taking joy out of them. 

Here are some examples that will 
illustrate what 1 mean. 

Recently, a frieml of mine, a widow, 
who has very little money to spend 
on clothes, made herself a very pretty 
dre.ss. She was so pleased with it 
and showed It wUh pride to a group 
of her friends. One of these so-ca Hed 
friends eyed it ciitically and then 
eaifl, “Mary, why ilo you holher to 
make clothi^s when Imught clothes 
have a so much more finished look.” 
Poor Mary’,*? face fell. And I know 
she never again felt the same pride 
and jdeasure m her home-made frock. 

On another occasion, Mrs, Jones 
was telling about the splendid prog- 
te.ss her oMest son was making in 
school ami how she thmight he might 
even win a college scivolarship, and 
her voice was full of pleasure and 
pride, when one of the original 
“catty” clan chimeil in. This was 


her remark: “It’s a shame your 

youngest boy isn’t more like his older 
Ijrother, isn’t it? I noticed in the 
l>aper where he’d been picked up with 
that bunch of teen-agers accused of 
vandalism.” 

Mrs, Jones’ face flushed and all the 
pleasure of her older son's good for- 
tune was ruined. 

FIxainpIcK Cited 

Thei'-e are many, many more exam- 
ples and I know you can think of nu- 
merous ones from your own exj>eri- 
ence. 

Helen came running home from 
school one day with a picture she 
had painted in Art Class and hastened 
to show it to her mother. “The 
teacher said it was good. Mama,” said 
Helen eagerly. “She did?” replied 
her mother. “What's it supposed to 
he? It looks like something ymir lit- 
tle brother makes with his finger 
paints to me.” 

If Mrs, Brown could have seen the 
hurt and disappointment in Helen’s 
eyes, i think she would have thought 
twice before she spoke so curtly. But 
that’s the trouble with so many of us. 
We don’t stop to think before we 
speak — and hurt. 

Just yesterday something hapjicned 
to me that will give just one more 
illustration of my point. 1 bought a 
pair of shoes and paid more than T 
should have for them because I liked

We kmw that such a 
saying was an absolulr violation of 
Christian truth/* He condemned 
communism amt saitl, “Ileie in our 
democracy wi- want to tuiite our- 
sfdvea in our economic behavior, we 
want soildarity iiased on justice to 
all." 

Governor Stratton, of Illinois spoke 
at length on labor ami its Iwnefiisi. 
Stmttun saifl, "In Illinois we have a 
govio-nmenl where lal»or am! man-

Praise lor Syracuse 
Local's Welfare Plan 

L. I . 43, SYKACrSE, .N. A yenv 
ago, the officers and Executive Buui^ 
mein he IS of Local 4^1, seiwiiig us an 
fiiganizuliori committee, succeeded in 
establishing a welfare program for 
its sick and disabled niembers, that 
pmvlded 0 weekly payment of l>ime- 
ffu* during the period of disability, 
Thej^e payments were supplementary 
tu any lumefits the disabled memb<»r 
Wfiuld receive from any other source 
— state or private. It hud hnig been 
rt^^ognized that money pay menu re- 
ceived us compensation for loss of 
wages due to an injury suatained 
while employed* or benefits received 
from the states because of sickness 
or injuries sustained while not em- 
ployed on a job* were inRufficient to 
maintain the injured or ill member 
and his family. Lotteries, passing 
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iht' ha I ami dwxxi appropriations by 
the local for the indii^ont member 
were tried nntj found sadly lacking^ 
in their efTect on the member as well 
as his felliiw worker hut many of 
the more cunservutive members of the 
lociil union were unwilliiijr to con- 
sider a cumputsory benefit program 
that would he free from the objec- 
tionuhte features of the sev^eral l)ene- 
fit-pmviding methods described. 

Much credit is due the members of 
the committee who fimilly succeeded 
in a quiet hut idfective e4ucationii! 
program that convinced the membeins 
of the need for the proposed pro- 
gram. This drat hurdle accomplished, 
the committee next tiickleil the prob- 
lem of setting up II prcjgram that 
would bi^ Keif suRlaining ns well as 
continuous in its action for the pe- 
riod of disahiiity. The first was ae- 
comp]iKhc‘d hy an hourly increase of 
wages earmarked for welfai-e use and 
the second by an airangement with 
a reputabh! insurance company that 
would gunmntGc the weekly pay- 
ments to the member for the period 
desired. 

The year’s experience has proven 
the wisdom of the aetions taken by 
the commiltce and some of the more 
outspoken cntics were among the 
first to benefit from the plan because 
of unexjjorted illness or accidents that 
removed them from employment for 
varying periodR of time. Even our 
moat active memWr of the commit- 
tee, Hecording St»cretary Karl Sny- 
der, found himself an unexpected re- 
cipient of the fund when he fell frotn 
a ladder while engaged in some minor 
repairs on his hninet KaH has taken 
quite a bit of “ribbing’’ regarding his 
accident and his attempts to explain 
his fall from a ladder under the cir- 
cumstances described by 1dm have not, 
as yet, sallKficci his hecklers! How- 
evifr they, nn well as the other mem- 
hers of Local Union 4*1, are grateful 
to Karl and the other members of 
the committee who have labored so 
iiiligently to provide this excellent 
welfare progifim.

have left for November 2nd quips.) 
.\mong the many outstanding fea- 
tures of the Convention was the 
address by Mr. Louis Sherman, Gen- 
eral Counsel for the IBEW. The as- 
tmmding facts he revealed should be 
made known to every American Citi- 


zen (organized anil otherwise) with 
the uTi failing certainty that every 
just and true American citizen would 
feel it I heir duty, as such, to demand 
a thorough reaiipiaisal of the Con- 
stitutions* prime prc?cepts that are so 
ably laid down in its preamble atnl 
so proudly put foilh in the '‘Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happi- 
ness’’ of the Declai'ation of Indepen- 
dence, We can rest assured, had the 
damaging clauses been in laltors* 
favor, big business — in its infamous 
campaign for favorable public senti- 
ment— would have long since blazed 
them on every TV screen and per- 
cent of the press throughout the land. 

We offer no pros or cons to the 
Supreme Court suddenly becoming 
Constitution-conscious. However, the 
word, segregation, (as distinguished 
from, discrimhiation ), now more than 
ever becomes doubly significant with 
labor as its lone victim. In this 
model n day, dosed shop organiza- 
tions prevail almost unanimously 
throughout the land (without legal 
restraint) from the? fnendly neigh- 
borhood grocer to the upper realms of 
the professions while labor’s fetlers 
remain intact. However, Art. TV, 
Sec. 2, Par. 1 of the Constitution 
reads, **The Citizens of each state 
shall b(; entitled to all privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several 
states," But the most brazen Consti- 
tutional breach by its ai rogant 
authors, Taft-Hartley, (Section 14 
(B) circumvents the Constitution and 
without a referendum actually allows 
the State Legislatures to be supreme 
in the field of union security, result- 
ing in our so-called "right- to- work" 
laws. Let’s see what the Constitution 
says aliout this. Art. VI, Par. 2 reads 
in part, "This Constitution and the 
laws of the United States . . . shall 
be the supreme law of the lam! and 
the judges in every state shall be 
boil ml thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding,” And, Art. 
VI, I*ar. 3 reads in part, "The Sena- 
tors and Hepresentatives before men- 
tioned and the membei’S of the several 
State Legislatures and all executive 
and judicial ofllcers, both of the 
United States and of the several 
states, shall be Ix^und by oath or af5i- 
matlon to suppoii this Constitution/* 
This should be plain enough for any* 
one to understand hut, in face of al! 
this the anti-labor Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration — in breaking its solemn 
campaign pledge — has seen fit to 
adopt a do-nothing policy about 
labor's desperate predicaments. The 
tj-ulh is Brothers and Sisters, if we 
don’t take the initiative and vote 
labor's friends in, these conditions 
will most certainly cause Big Busi- 
ness to finally realize its gi-eatest am- 
bition; destroy organized labor com- 
pletely. And don’t forget, if you 
don't vote, don’t stjuawk. So long.

1954 IBEW Convention 
Praised By Local 180 

L. I'. I HO, VAl.LKJn. CALI K.— The 

Convention is over, our wandering 
delegates are home and all reports 
have been made, discussed and di- 
gested. All in all, it was, by far, the 
greatest Convention the LB.E.W. has 
ever had — the biggest, the best run, 
the most business accomplished. Per- 
sonally, I would like to lead the en- 
tire membership in a rousing vote of 
thanks and appreciation for the mar- 
velous maiiiuH- in which the LO. Of- 
ficers and their stalls handled the 
huge crowds so smoothly, provided 
so many conveniences so interesting- 
ly, ail with courtesy and efficiency. 
Few members can possibly reali/.e t!m 
tremendous task, tlie myriad of de- 
tails and the midnight kilowatts 
burned in the planning and the ex- 
ecuting of such an undertaking. 

One of the most controversial is- 
sues lo come out of the Conv^ontion 
(especially for our Local Union which 
is 75 percent Civil Semcel seems to 
be the proposed increase of fiO cents 
per month payment to the Pension 
Fund by each member not now cov- 
ei'cd by the contractor's one percent 
payment. This resolution was re- 
ferred to the International Ext^cu- 
tive Council with the recommemla- 
lion that the LE.C, Submit it to a 
referendum vote of the membeu'ship.

2) Payments that would Vie neces- 
sary under any other plan 

for similar coverage. 

Thei'e is no dovibt tVmt the LE.C. 
Will submit this resolution to the 


rnembershiji for a referendum vote 
and, when they do, there is no doubt 
that it will recei%'e overwhelming 
support. Assuming then, as we must, 
that the GO cents increase is a cer- 
taiijty, the immediate effects will be: 

1) A safer, sounder Pension Fund 
due to increased deposits. 

2) Participation in the mainten-

Union leaders must provide tlit* 
members with info miat ion and as- 
si stance so that they may realize the 
b<!nefits of retirement laws, unem- 
ployed laws, sickness and hospitaliza- 
tion insurance, legal services under 
compensation laws, legislation per- 
taining to their industry or occupa- 
tion, political interests of the union, 
and many more matters. 

Yes, this Convention and the 
vigorous leadership which will carry 
on the work for the future have 
accepted a tremendous resjionsibility. 
We have every reason to be optimistic. 
The ability to mix ideals, vision, and 


reality will be the measure of their 
success. If they succeed, wo shall 
succeed and the I.B.E.W. will Ixr ever 
more a boon to mankind.

32:l, WEST PALM BEACH, 
FLA* — ^In the printing of words — 
there is no end. But are all these 
words used for the benefit of man- 
kind?

"The Written Word" by George Miit- 
thew Adams states, "No power on 
earth equals the written word.

The written word, howe^'er, is passed 
on and on, is often treasured, and, 
when worthy, becomes a vital part 
of the saga of civilization and of the 
growth of the human mind." 

A news item states that the last 
session of the 83rd Congress was one 
of the wordiest in history, certainly a 
record for the last five years — 14,712 
pages are recorded by the talkative 
83rd. Much of the present day writ- 
ing seems to be written rather lightly, 
but the words of some of our former 
!j tutus man and scholars are ■well worth 
repeating. So if this he true, let us 
reflect on the \sTitten word of a 
great .American. 

If w^e in this Thanksgiving month of 
1954 have any misgivings on our Na- 


tional situation, we can well take note 
of the condition of the nation in the 
days of Andrew Johnson, the 17th 
Rre.sidcnt of the Uiiitod States and 
take courage from his message to 
Congi'GBs in 1865, There was par- 
ticular thanksgiving in this message 
to Congress at that time. 

"The throngs of emigrants that 
crowfl our shores are witnesses of the 
confidence of all peoples in our per- 
manence. Here is the great land of 
free labor, wSiere industry is blessed 
with imexampletl rewards and the 
bi'ead of the workingman is sweet- 
ened by the consciousness that the 
cause of the country is his own 
cause, his own safety, his own dig- 
nity'* Here everyone enjoys the free 
use of his faculties and the choice of 
the activity as a natural right. 

"Here under the combined influence 
of a fruitful soil, genial climes, and 
happy institutions, population has in- 
creased fifteen-fold within a century* 
Here through the easy development of 
boundless resources, wealth has in- 
creaaefi with two-fold gieater rapiility 
than mi m hers, so that we have be- 
come secure against the financial 
vicissitudes of other countries and like 
in business ami in opinion, are self- 
cenlered and truly independent* 

"Here more and more care is given 
to provide education for evei-yone born 
on our soil. Here religion, released 
frorn political connection with civil 
government refuses to subserve the 
craft of statesmen, and becomes in its 
indepnndenre tlie sjii ritual life of the 
people. Here toleration is extended 
tti every opinion, in the quiet cer- 
tainty that ti'uUi only needs a fair 
fie hi to secure victory. 

"Ilert' the human mind goes forth 
unshackled in the pursuit of science, 
to civUect stores of knowledge and 
acquire an ever- increasing mastery 
over the forcc*s of nature. Here the 
national domain is offered and held 
in millions of separate freeholds, so 
that our fellow-citizens, beyond the 
occupants of any other part of the 
earth, constitute in reality ii people. 
Here exi*sts the democratic for 'in of 
government, by the confession of 
European statesmen, *give*s a power of 
which no other form is capable, be- 
cause it iiicoj'porale,^ esery man with 
the Stale and arouses everything that 
belongs to the soul.' 

"Where in past history docs a 
parallel exist to the public happiness 
which is within the reach of the peo- 
ple of the United States? Where 
in any part nf the globe can institu- 
tions be found so suited to their 
habits or so entitled to their love as 
their own fi-ee Constitution? Every 
one of them, then in whatever part of 
the land he has his home, must wish 
it perpetuity, * * . 

"WHO WILL not join with me in 
the prayer that the Invisible Hand 
which has led us through clouds that 
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trlonmcd around our (uith svill so guide 
ufl onward to a |K‘i*feet n^storation of 
frntornal affection, that we of this 
day may be able to iranrfmil our gt^at 
inhenUince of State governments in 
their rights, of the general govern- 
inent in its whole Constitutional 
vigor^ to our posterity, and they in 
theirs through counlleHs generations.*'

Wc of Asbury Fai'k are proud at last 
to have a project of sufficient size to 
be note<l whtli photographs in the 
JOtJiiNAL, The aerial view of the 
Hexagon Building shows exactly what 
is tnearil by the name hexagon. The 
structure will be the largest building 
devoted to research and tlevelofmient 
work in the country. It would amaze 
the average layman to envision some 
of the equipment that will be used in 
the work done here, but that's out of 
oui' department, so on with the story* 
All utilities are distributed over the 
corridors in a space piovifled by a 
hanging coiling from the Ilocu' alKive. 
The s]mce is completely accessible* In 
this space, consisting of UhOOd linear 
feet, has been installed the bus-duct 
feed or lines, and other pijie runs. 
Just about every type of lighting 
has l>i]?en used* Charlie Van Ness, one 
of 4b0's old timers saw to it that all 
lighting and i*ecepracles were in- 
stailed as specihed* One unusual fea- 


ture in the duo rescent installiit ioti.s 
aie the very obvious coj*d swilcfies 
controlling each row of lights* This 
was done to [uovide flexability in 
moving partitions to other locations, 

Russ Holebiook, superinlendeiU, 
has had ids share of ]troblems, along 
with Lou Komar otto, Andy Ander 
son, George Rosse and Jim Leathum. 
Some very intricate and complicated 
work has been achie^-'ed, many prob- 
lems have confronted the foieimm, 
but their patience and tolerance oul-

History of Strike

L. r. :.30, SAKMA, OXT.— We write 

this letter with a bag full of ne\v» 
ami rather thin wallets. Local 530 
has just concluded a successful and 
entirely legal strike after seven 

mrinths of fruitless negotiation. 

The hnal legal obstacle to the pin 
was removed about September lir.st. 
The majonty i-epoi-t of the Goveni- 
merit .A rbitration Boa i d recommend- 
ed a five-ccnl hourly increase with 

im retroactive pay. The Board^s de- 
cisimi was rejcctixl hy the local am I 
a strike vote was taken. The ein- 
pi tiy era were notified by registered 
mail of the locars decision to take 
strike action. The law states that 
aevcii days must elapse bet\^wn the 
Arbitration Board's report and the 
inilling of the pin. In that period our 
Negotiating Committee made repeat- 
ed attempU to ix^sume negotiations. 
They encountered indifference and 
open hostility. 

On Tuesday, September seventh, 
the Executive Boaixi met for a coun- 
cil of war. The Executive Board has 
been empowered to select the day 
tht‘ blow was to full. The day was 
nameii and the roll call brought out, 
Wv had to picket Id projects involv- 
ing some 1,500 workmen. We had 
loO electricians. Picket captains 
wert selected and our pitifully small 
rnanjmwer was distributed to the jobs, 
Unh^ps a member had formeidy sig- 
naled his desire to do so, no om- w’as 
appointed to picket his own job or 
employer.

doubted fact that a stran^re face 
would be far less predictable to any- 
one who might get hostile* This done, 
a statement was prepared for the 
press for K-day* 

A general meeting was called for 
Wednesday, September S at 
p. m* A telegram from the Inter' 
national f*n^sldent gi%'ing Internation- 
al Oftiee permission to our proposett 
action was read to the floor* The Ne- 
gotiating Committee repm-ted no re- 
sults from their attempts at further 
negotiation* There followed the roll 
call, the uppointnient of picket cup- 
Uiins, the assignment of groups to 
ditlererit jobs. A fine of W dollars 
pej day for absenteeism had earlier 
been instituted for anyone who had 
entertained the iilea of sitting this 
(me out. 

At seven a. m., September ninth 
the pin came out without incident. 
The (»ther A* F. of L* trades went 
home* It should be noted here that 
the other tiades had rw axes to grind, 
having compUded agreements earlier 
in the summer. On the second day 
a government conciliation officer ar- 
rivi^d. He pul the two hostile camps 
in seviarat(! moms and after shut- 
tling up and down the corridor, got 
the employers up to eight cents — 
still no back pay. The offer was 
turned down by vote that night. 
Morale was high* There was trouble 
in the enemy camp* Some of the 
pr« ejects were in desperate esreum* 
stances j evtny thing was paralysed. 

‘'You can't take that bulldozer 
away to dig out a basement/’ said 
the picket captain to the excavating 
contractor, imlicating his five rain- 
soaked pickets and their second-hand 
cars as if they were the fonvard ele- 
ments of a full armored division* 
*‘Thia piact‘ is on strike!” 

Hni the r Thorne Harris was picket 
captain (Ui a two-million-dollar job 
spread 0 %'^er nearly five acres. He had 
10 men. It is said that each mmn- 
ing Brother Harris put shaip stones 
in theii' shoes. The resulting discom- 
fort made his men look so belli ge rent 
ami uncompromising that the birds 
w'ouldr/t even fly over his picket line. 

On Wednesday, September 15, we 
accejited an offer of a 10~cent hourly 
increase. We had gained five rnoie 
cents in seven days. Paid amumce- 
ments on Hie loc^il radio that night 
informed our friends of the other 
trades that the strike was over. We 
had vvon but it was their victory too. 

I have set this story down here in 
Iht* helief that it will be of interest 
and perhaps useful to our Brothers 
elsewhere, and I think too, because 
we are a little proud of what has 
been done. However, we will still be- 
lieve in the I.B.E.W. tradition of 
hammering out an accept abfe settle- 
ment without the pin if possible* I 
recall the remark of one of our men 


tm the line one wet moral rig just 
after we arrived. As we paced up 
and down in the rain waiting for the 
other trades and the public to come 
and stare at us like we were some 
unusual species of bird trapped in a 
cage, my friend voiced the under- 
tone of pessimism of that chilly au- 
tumn morning.

Cycle Changeover 
In Portland Mills 

L. li. r>H7, rORTLANI), MK.— Tliis 

month 1 would like to ivrite a little 
on work that is being done at the 
Oxford Paper Company in Humfoi-d, 
Maine* 

Theie are two separate paper mills, 
both Oxford Paper Company Mills, 
about a quarter of a mile apart. 
Originally the town and mills were 
all on 40 cycles, but the town has 
been changed over to 00 cycle*s and 
now I he main job in the mills is 
changing it from 40 to 60 cycles svifh 
a complete change of electrical etpiip- 
menf so that at no time will any jmrt 
of the mill he out of production* This 
too, means eventual elimination of 
the water wheels which now run part 
of their machineiy* Their expansion 
program is quite extensive as they 
are one of the largest manufaclLii'ers 
of coated papers in the United States* 
To augment their program, the Hum- 
ford Light and Power Company has 


built a new hydro station adjeacent 
to the mill using one of the old canals 
from the river as its “head” bringing 
the water to it through penstocks for 
a good quarter mile. Ken worthy and 
Taylor of Boston have the electrical 
woi’k in the hydro station with Hoy 
Sturgeon of Local 567 in charge* 

In the two Oxford Paper Mills, 
R. S. Boulos of Portlarnl, Maine, is 
doing the work, with Billy MitcheU 
of Local 567 as general fm^eman. All 
through the mill, aluminum cable- 
ways and conduit racks are being 
installed, along with the most lEiutlern 
efjuipment, making it not only a neat 
looking job but a very compact one* 
Qur boys there are doing a fine job 
and should be complimented on their 
work. 

Another job being done there is the 
I'unniug of cable on modern cable- 
ways hung between towers over the; 
j'oofs and canals for* many hundreds 
of yards to cany the new power 
cables to the vai'ious buildings and 
substations* Also a pole line job of 
three, 300,00fl CM wires, “spun” be- 
tween the two mills to feed the so- 
called “island division” with the new 
60 cycle* This work was done by the 
James Sullivan Cable Comjuiiry of 
Waterbary, Connecticut. Tire accom- 
jranying pictures show just a small 
part of the mill but give a general 
Idea of the ground covered. 

A lot of the fellows will remember 
this job well, take Roxlrui y Pond and 
Harvey and Billy and their “games.” 
The work of the ”lix*e suj'geons,”

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We didn't resent it Ix^auKe you 
used a iiaraj'iaph from one of our 
letters for that safety hulletin eap- 
tioned* "It Actually Hajipcned/' As 
Jimmy Dui^antc would say* "We got 
a million of ’em*" Maybe not a mil- 
lion, but enough to supply safely Bul- 
letins for a monthly ma^axine* If you 
1 1 refer them current, we rIvo you the 
case of Hrolber Henry Mclntire, tn 
the hospital now from terrible burns 
received in a switch boani fire on a 
job at nome, Georgia, Our Rome 
business manaifer. Bob Shadtx, hopes 
we can use that one to start u drive 
to sell the construction imiustty on 
the idea of inau^ rating' a safety 
proffrain comparable to the one which 
saved hum I reds of lives for the 
Georgia Power Company,

older Atlanta of^eratoi-a have burn 
scars to prove it. Now, about rd> At- 
lanta Division opera to i-a report a 
record of 1*71^7,025 man hours accum- 
ulated during the last !5 years, with- 
out a lost time accident. That record 
is no accident, It is the result of 
engineered safety planned by men 
who study the causes of accidents and 
lie vise means of preventing them. Get 
Fied Grimes to tel! you about the 15 
years before the Safety Progi-aiii was 
launched. 

I served my apprenticeshiri in sub- 
station construction, operated every 
substation in Atlanta during the next 
10 years, so I know something of how 
their safety program works. All 
crews have weekly safety meetings 
and they an^ reported on ntandaid 
forms to the Safety Department, All 
accidents are in%'estigatei:i by iin un- 
biased committee, A detailed, illus- 
tinted report of their findings is sent 
to nil employes. Penalties for cai'e- 
lessness are severe, A pole fell, kill- 
ing a lineman while his foreman was 
miles away • • * the foreman was 


busted. A new apprentice climbe<t on 
top of an energized Craiisformer and 
was clectjxicuted. The shift o}>erator 
was ujistairs, reading meters. The 
investigating c<mimlUee did not doubt 
that he had to hi the boy the Irans- 
former was hot. They !*uled the oper- 
ator should not have left the appren- 
tice ukme at all, Tlte operatoi was 
demoted, resigned soon after. We 
used to keep llval substation scrupu- 
lously clean, but a spot of seared 
blooii from that lioy'a body was left 
on the floor for a long time, A grim 
reminder, I remember %ve ojierators 
resented the treatment our friend got. 
Another oi>erator quit the business 
some time later and started selling 
tombstones. He hasn’t had an elec- 
trocuted operator for a customer yet. 
We don’t resent thatn 

Slabs of concrete roof decking fell, 
killing three of our members, badly 
injured another, A trained safety en- 
gineer may have piwented that terri- 
ble loss. His cost would have Ijeen 
far less than the amount the families 
of those men collected. 

In the construction industry, facts 
concerning accidents are not always 
publicized, I lost the skin off my face 
and arms in an plosion on a con* 
si ruction job, sufTered third degree 
burns* never did learn what it ’was 
that exploded. Insurance companies 
seem to take over and try to conceal 
the evidence* unless they can prove 
negligence on the part of the injured. 

State compensation laws* in a way, 
contribute to accidents. They are 
bought and paid for in advance. In- 
surance premiums are expensive. The 
employer often feels he has done his 
duty by paying those premiums, 
B(mefits are never adcfjuat(^ to com- 
|K>nsate the injured. Claims are often 
bitterly contested by the insuring 
companies. Lawyers reap the bene- 
fits. Money spent to pay for accidents 
should be use<j to j»revent them, 
"i^ncle George" has shown us the 
way.

su[ierinlendent said if he caught two 
men canning a length of thiw-inch 
conduit he would fire both of them, 
A foreman told a Journeyman, "*Get 
that conduit uj» that wall if you have 
to hang by your teeth," Even as was 
Cassius with his lean and hungry 
look, "Such men are ilangeraus," But 
unlike Cassius* they donH think inn 
much.

Welfare Fund Open 
Letter Issued By Local

then to recommend remedial legisla- 
tiom 

As a memirer of such a commit- 
tee, this one to investigate Union 
Welfare Funds, each of you has an 
opportunity to render a fine service 
to the American people — at risk to 
your political future; or to rio us all 
a great disseiwice — in which latter 
case you can doubtless gain heari- 
lines (and votes) by clever timing of 
roundly phrased utterances as to how 
'AVe Seen Our Duty Ami We Done 
!t Nohle/^ True, rt*s old stiUf, but 
many of us still fall for it, as pub* 
Uc opmhm [joHs of certain recent 
other c o m m i t t e e hearings have 
shown. 

As you know, most “Union" Wel- 
fare Funds are in essence union- 
management funds, With equal voice 
in admini.stiation. In many cases 
the trustees call in a prominent com- 
munity figure to serve as chairman. 

“And now comes the rub," which 
surely will try your mettle. It con- 
cerns many of the insurance com- 
panies — they usually hold the whip 
liaml. And we don't need to tell you 
that collectively they can exert more, 
much more political pressure than 
fnost of the rest of us combined. 

Accorrling to the IVnU Strvvt Jmtr- 
no/, the House group will try to work 
out legislation “to conseiwe thi^se 
fumls for the millions of working 


men ami T^vomen wlm are Uus htnw- 
ficiaiies. . . . the committee wouUl 
look into cases involving kickbacks 
and Ollier illegiil praclices and other 
abuses by fund tiustees". 

Let's dwell for a moment on these 
trustees over whom House I.abor 
Committee Chairman McComudl (It., 
I*emi.) has already cast a cloud by 
means of the above widely tiuote<l 
statements. 

Who ai-e these trustees? In nearly 
all cases they are officials of the com- 
lianjes and of the unions ennceniod. 
Usually they “don't know which way 
is up" as far as the in til cades of 
the insurance business are concerned. 
They have been placed in the trustee 
jobs because those who know them 
and work with them ft^el that they 
arc the best prospects for watchdogs 
over large sums of money. In almost 
all cases these trustees are perform- 
ing full time work at their regular 
jol>s, usually far removed from the 
insuiance field. They meet once a 
month or so and hear the report of 
the administrator of the fund, who 
V’ery often is an indi vicinal with an 
insurance hackgrouml What with the 
Taft-Hartley .4ct requiiements, in- 
surance laws, and constant autliting 
by reputable firms, these innuendoes 
about “kicUbacka . , . by trustees 
. . , liegins to sound remarkably like 
the bleatings of another committee 
chairman who has been discredited 
since the exi>osure of the fangs the 
flag- draped fleece couldn't conceal. 

It will be politically expedioit, ami 
so easy, to make a mountain out of 
a few crumbs picket! u]) by a few 
greedy trustees ami insurance brokers. 


Doubtless a few lumes are tossed 
from the groaning festive board at 
which many insumnee eomivanios are 
gtirging t hemae I yea. 

And now down to the heart of the 
matter. Very likely yon won't have 
much trouble getting any ami all in- 
formation from tile fimds themselves, 
froni HJ.P., Blue Cross, Hlne Shield, 
Kaiser Founflation, noss-Loos, and 
dozens of other groups performing 
similar services, But getting real, 
meaningful figures from some of 
these insurance companies is some- 
thing else. And when you finally do 
get enough material to satisfy your- 
selves as to what should be done 
about it, then what? Against one of 
the biggest businesses in the world — 
we wish you luck. 

Insurance Detail** 

While you are making your pre- 
liminai-y investi gat ions, how about 
asking several hunflre<l trustees what 
they know aljout the insurance de- 
tails of their own funds. Their re- 
tention letter? What's that? The 
percent of money going into benefits, 
the percent into administration, the 
percent staying with the insurance 
company — and how the insurance 
company Justifies Us “take?" The 
answers you get will !)c revealing. 

And here is an angle you might 
well consider. Very often we make 
plans to get our other insurances 
wholesale through the company that 
carries the health and welfare. Here 
we are, good union memlier^ a!l try- 
ing to build and not tear down, yet 
taking away the livelihood of thou- 
sands of small insurance agencies. 
You know the guy we'ie talking 
alwit — the little fellow around the 
corner ^vho sponsors the hoys has<^- 
ball team and heads the local Com- 
numity Chest campaign. But then 
maylie we should consider him Just 
another small businessman who hap- 
pens to be expendable under the 
newly stated national political “phil- 
osophy of economic conservatism with 
humanitarian overtones". As every- 
lx)dy knows, “what's good for rien- 
eral Motors is gfjod for the country."

The unconscionahlo “take" of many 
insurance companieg is only part of 
the story. On top of tins Is usually an 
iiflmiiiislratioji fee, abtiut which 
ti'iistees often arc quite confused. 
Readers Digest tiuotes J as the fig- 
ure for one nationally known fund. 

The job of the Congressional Com- 
mitteeman is not easy for tlic con- 
scientious individual. We hope and 
pray that, when the last vote is 
counted and the remedial legislation 
becomes law, you can say to your 
conscience, “Well Done".
